AMARILLO COURT OEF CIVIL AP­ 
PEALS SUSTAINS JUDGMENT 
IN LOCAL COH RT. 


The court of civil appeals at Amar­ 
illo. Texas, handed daw n un opinion 
this week affirm ing tim1 case of J. F. 
G regory and wife against J. C. Hieker- 
nell et a1., which w as tried at I he Sep­ 
tem ber term, IWP, of the district court 
here. 


The ease grew out of an oil and gas 
lease m ade to H iekernell by Gregory 
and wife. 
Gregory sued to cancel the 
lease, on tile grounds of alleged fail­ 
ure to pay Hie quarterly rentals, a t 
the time, plaee and in the m anner pro­ 
vided in the lease contract 


The lytsc was tried by a jury, and 
resulted iii a verdict 
for 
Gregory. 
H iekernell and associates appealed the 
case, and the A m arillo court affirm ed 
rhe case as to H iekernell, 
but 
re­ 
versed and rendered it, as to H ifker- 
nell’s associates, who had bought a 
four-Cl'ths 
undivided 
interest 
from 
H iekernell in the lease. 
T heir claim 
w as th at they were innocent purchas­ 
ers. 
Gregory then tiled a motion for a re­ 
hearing, and it is that motion which 
ihe A m arillo court granted, reversing 
itself as to its form er opinion, as to tin* 
associates of Hiekernell, and affirm ing 
the entire judgm ent of the trial court. 
which aw arded all of Gregory's land 
back to him. not only as to H lskernell. 
but also us to his associates. 
Counsel for Gregory have not seen a 
copy of the opinion, Inn in their judg­ 
ment the court probably held th at since 
the original consideration failed, aud 
the rentals w ere not paid at the time, 
place and 
m anner provided 
in 
the 
lease, th a t the conditions subsequent 
of the lease contrac t had not been met. 
and tin* right of rescision w as a v ail­ 
able, and th a t "time** becomes of the 
essence of fin* contract, which required 
strict compliance w ith 
its 
m aterial 
conditions, gad a person could not be­ 
come an innocent purchaser until he* 
ascertained th at tin* terras had been 
met. 
A ttorneys for H iekernell et a1., state 
th a t they Have not received the text 
of the decision, but that an appeal will 
probably be prepared in the ease fol­ 
lowing the* arrival of the opinion of 
the* court. 
They preferred not to com­ 
ment on tin* effect of tin* holding until 
details of tin* court's reasoning are 
known

bo cheaper to renew th an to clean ii. 
For an incubator of about 3 cubit 
feet ca parity one may pour out'hull 
ounce of form alin, w hich contains hi 
per cent formaldehyde,

one-hall 
ounce of perm anganate of potash in a 
pan iu the incubator, w hich produces a 
very penetrating gas aud thoroughly 
disinfects the machine.

lite incubator should lie closed just as 
soon us the liquid is poured into the 
pau aud left, closed for 12 hoars ut 
longer. 
Incubators should 
be

aired before they are used a fte r dis 
infecting, especially v^heis form a bb 
hyde or any disinfectant which tiro 
duces a gas has been used.
